Livestock Tax 


Will Drop Off pool Education Aim 
By State Order 


Tangible personal 
| taxes on livestock will 
siderably lower in 1957. 
A new state-originated policy 
on taxing animals has cut down 
the potential revenue to the town, 
according to the assessors. 
Some 25 persons. will 
| affected by the new regulations, 
which will find them paying less 
| taxes although the value of their 
animals generally been in- 
creased. here is no clear total 
of their payments in 1956, because 
tax revenue from animals is not 
an item that is segregated in the 
assessors files. 
However, the state 
that livestock owners will only be 
| taxed at a rate of $5 per thousand 
valuation. The town, in years 
past, has taxed the animal owners 
at the regular tax rate established 
for real estate. Thus if a man 
owned cows worth $1000 he would 
paid $60 taxes in 1956.

It’s hard to tell whether financial experts could devise 
a method to accomplish this aim, but it should be studied 
thoroughly, along with the over-all betterment policies of 


the town.
